The fame Day the Pope 
gave a private Audience to Cardinal Bar- 
berini, who difcours’d to him upon the 
Differences between this Court and that of Savoy, 
and urg’d him to moderare the Pretentions of the 
Congregation ofthe Ecclefiaftical Immunities, who 
infift rigidly upon whatever Privileges they lay claim 
to. Several Congregations of State have been held 
about the Difference with the Court of Vicnna, 
which Difference ’tis not doubted Time and new 
Circumftances of Affairs may cafily make up. In 
the. mean while Signior Davia, late Nuncio at Vi- 
enna, being on his Return to his Bithoprick of Ri- 
mini, ‘tis believ’d he will be promoted in the No- 
mination of Cardinals that ‘tis daily expected will 
be made; and ‘tis alfo conjectur'd that Signior Fief- 
chi late Nuncio at the Court of France, will at the 
fame time be promoted to that Dignity. We hear 
the Count de Lamberg, is remov’d from Lucca, to 
Miniato in the Territory of Tufcany. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated October 1. 
Vienna, Septemberig. Yefterday the Emperor dif- 
atch’d an Exprefs to Count Wenzel Wratiflaw at 
rague in Bohemia, with an Order for him to repair 
forthwith to Drefden, there to receive the Princes 
James and Conftantine Sobieski, his Imperial Ma- 
jefty having obtain’d of King Auguftus of Poland, 
that thofe Princes fhall be conducted to Gratz in Sri- 
\tia, where they are to be treated fuitably to their 
Rank, but are to give their Parole not to go out of 
that Town without his Imperial Majefty’s Leave. 
We have receiv’d Advice, that the 14th of this 
Month General Hérbeville was to pafs the Danube 
» at Buda with his Troops, and that Prince Ragotski 
lay intrench’d at the Diftance of fome Leagues from 
Peft with the Army of Malecontents he commands, 
and feem’d determin’d to ftand a Battle with General 
Herbeville. General Glockelsberg is on the March 
for Tranfilvania with the Body of Troops he com- 
mands. The French Minifters and Officers that are 
about Prince Ragotski, have us’d their utmoft Endea- 
vours to hinder the holding of the Diet of the Eftates of 
Hungary which he had fummon’d to meet at Lew- 
entz, but in vain, and we hear thofe Eftares are actu- 
ally now aflembled. 
From the Leid. and Amft. Gaz. dated Oct. 1. and 2. 
Madrid, Sept. 12. The Grandees continue tQ be 
difcontented at the new Honour or Privilege the King 
_ has conferr’d upon the Prince de Tilly as Captain of 
his Guards ; viz. that of fitting behind him on a 
Stool in his Chappel. It appears this Bufinefs will 
produce no light Confequences, for 2 other Captains 
of the Guards have laid down their Commitlions, 
notwithftanding they might in their Turns have en- 
joy’ the fame Privilege. The King has already 
nam'd 2 Noblemen to iupply their Room, viz. the 
Count d’ Aguilar and the Duke d’ Offuna, _Barcelo- 
na being invefted by the Bnemy, ‘tis very difficult to 


get Intelligence from that Place: We have no Advice 
yet that Trenches are open’d before it. The King 
will not go into the Field this Year, as he defign’a, 
becaufe the Motions of the Enemy by Land and Sca 
oblige him to ftay here to fend Orders wherever there 
may be occafion, and befides he has not Troops enow 
to act offenfively. ‘Lo Day an Exprelfs arviv'’d from 
the Duke of Gandia, tg acquaint the King that his 
Vaffals of the Town of Gandia had promus’d to fa- 
crifice their Lives and Fortunes in his Mayefty’s Ser- 
vice and in Defence of the Monarchy ; that the Vice- 
roy of Valencia was marchd with tome Troops a- 
gainit the Malecontents of that Province who had 
fortified themfelyes in Denia ; and that he had al- 
ready taken from them a Mill defended by Inttench- 
ments and other Works. ; 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated October 3, 

Madrid, September 16. The King pertiits in his 
Refolution to have the Captain of his Guards fir be- 
bind him in the Royal Chappel on a Stool ; norwith- 
ftanding the Grandees murmur at it more and more, 
and forbear coming to that Chappel. His Majefty 
has given Order for all the Troops that are neareit 
Lerida, to repair thither forthwith ; and 2 Regiment 
of Horfe that was ferit towards Valencia is likewif: 
order’d to march that way, moft of the Malecontents 
about Denia that rofe in Arms, being reduc’d to 
Obedience, though that Town and Caftle are ftiil 
poffefs’'d by Malecontents. The Duke of Mozstalco 
is remov’d from the Office of PreGdent of ihe Coun- 
cil of Arragon, and the Count d’ Aguilar Councellor 
of State is put into his Place.

Amfterdam, Sept. 30. Letters trom Malaga of the 
1ft Inftant tell us the Garrifon of Gibralier was 
ftrengthening that Place with new Works; that 8

not learn. Letters from Madrid of tlie isch of this 
Month fay the Court had nor receiv’d any News
